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this is a CBS News special report campaign 76 election night from CBS News election headquarters in New 
York this portion is sponsored by the people of Ford Motor Company on behalf of Ford and lincoln-mercury 
dealers Ford wants to be your car company now here is Walter Cronkite and good evening from our CBS 
news election headquarters we don't know what this is going to be a long night or not the story is that it was 
a very close race certainly a lot of people turned out today it turns out to have been a perhaps a record 
turnout across the nation all across the country from Maine out to the Pacific coast every state almost it 
seems reported more people out than they had anticipated the vote is already coming in eight states have 
closed their polling places now and on the basis of our sample precincts in two of those states we can 
estimate winners in the state of Kentucky CBS News estimates that Carter will win in that state defeating 
President Ford for Kentucky's and nine electoral votes by the final percentage we believe there will be in 
Kentucky 52 percent for Carter 48 percent for Ford also in the state of Indiana our CBS News estimate is that 
Ford will win in the state of Indiana defeating Carter there the electoral vote in Indiana 13 electoral votes 
there Ford we estimate will get 55 percent of the votes in Carter about 45 percent when all the votes are 
finally tabulated 
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when all the votes are finally tabulated in the state of Indiana both of those states were expected to go as 
they did go if they had not gone that way it would have been an early indication that the candidate and the 
Challenger respectively were in difficulty we do not have that indication so far from those at two states we 
also have been able to say on the basis of our sample precincts in the state of Indiana that Vance Hartke has 
been retired from the United States Senate after three terms as a Democratic Representative from Indiana 
there and the new senator from Indiana will be the Republican richard lugar of the former mayor of 
Indianapolis once it called President Nixon's favorite mayor title he's been trying to live down in Indiana also 
a governor Bowen the Republican governor has been reelected according to our CBS News estimate as we 
say the turnout heavy across the country perhaps helped by very good weather across the nation sunny 
skies and warm temperatures in most of the country a little bit of snow we're told in upper New England a 
little bit of rain around the Great Lakes a shower to in Florida and out in Washington State but otherwise 
nothing as substantial the popular vote we've had two percent for the precincts counted so far and it appears 
that right now President Ford has taken an early lead in that popular vote he's got about 53 percent of the 
vote Carter 47 percentage you see the vote a total has just gone over a million mark Ford 564 thousand 
almost Carter just a little over five hundred thousand five hundred thousand and a half now let's take a look 


at where some of these what is happening in some of the areas around the country on this big Election Day 
our Bicentennial Election Day our 48th presidential election Roger Mudd will give us a report from the South 
Roger older both sides agreed that if Jimmy Carter could carry Kentucky by about 55 or 56 percent it would 
mean that a solid 
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or 56 percent it would mean that a solid South would be lining up behind him tonight that is not the case if we 
take a look at the Kentucky vote board you'll see that with just under half of the precincts in in Kentucky 
Jimmy Carter is a trailing President Ford by about one percent our CBS News estimate shows that when all 
these votes are in and that includes a heavily Democratic western part of the state Carter will be the winner 
by 52 percent Jimmy Carter tonight is running well in the small towns and in the rural areas he is picking up 
what used to be known in Kentucky as the Wallace vote for doing in the suburbs but a 52% win in Kentucky 
means that we're going to have to take a careful look at some other southern states to see whether those 
danger flags are still flying we'll be watching out next for Virginia that is thought to be in Ford's column if 
President Ford carries Virginia big it means that some other losses may be set up in the south for instance in 
Florida if Carter cannot carry North Carolina easily it would then raise the possibility of Jimmy Carter losing 
some crucial states in the deeper south for instance Louisiana and Mississippi so based on the Kentucky 
returns Walter Jimmy Carter is not off to a flying start let's find out about the returns from Indiana what they 
mean from Dan Rather in the Midwest and well this is the most important thing about the Midwest at this 
hour as the Republicans have taken Indiana like grant took Richmond overwhelmingly smashingly President 
Ford with 24% of the vote in and tabulated in Indiana with a 56% margin on the basis of our CBS News 
estimate when all of the vote is in and tabulated our estimate is that he is winning margin Indiana could be on 
the order of 55% now here's one of the reasons why reverse coattail effect look at the Senate race in Indiana 
richard lugar the former mayor of Indianapolis the Republican candidate on the basis of the vote that is in 
and tabah dated in his race against the Democratic incumbent senator Vance Hartke a terrific victory for 
lugar no one 
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terrific victory for lugar no one expected lugar to go this high and the percentages on the basis the tabulated 
vote on the basis of our CBS News estimate his final winning margin could be on the order of 60% the 
Republicans also returning their gubernatorial candidate Otis Bowen in Indiana and President Ford one 
reason that he's off to such a good start maybe as much as 56 percent of the vote in Indiana is he rode the 
coattails for those very strong Republican candidates same thing could happen in Illinois which is the next 
place to watch the Republican gubernatorial candidate James Thompson expected to win overwhelmingly 
over the Democratic candidate Michael Hallett the daily Protege if he does as well as expected in Illinois it 
could make a difference in what is otherwise expected to be a very close presidential race in Illinois the big 
one to watch in the Midwest though remains Ohio the fascinating struggle there could decide the whole 
election call it a toss-up 25 electoral votes at stake keep an eye on it no returns from Ohio yet of course 
Walter but we'll be reporting on them to your little ad on Ohio has just closed all right the fight just closed just 
what 7 minutes ago Mike Wallace from the east wall wrote if Jimmy Carter is going to win this election he 
needs a big head start in the traditionally Democratic East there are three key states here New York leading 
to Carter 41 electoral votes Pennsylvania a toss-up 27 27 electoral votes New Jersey also had tossed up 
with 17 votes that's a total of 85 electoral votes are just about a third of all of oats that either man needs to 
win this election now if Jimmy Carter were to win all three things would look very bad but Gerald Ford for its 
own people acknowledge that if Ford however were to take Pennsylvania and Connecticut he would be a 
very very happy man the early turnout today in all three states was very big and that is supposed to be good 
for Carter labour and promised to get Carter's voters to the polls apparently they are delivering you 
remember the John Kennedy fan a fashioned his narrow win over Richard Nixon back in 1960 by taking 141

should we be watching for out there well Walter we should be watching everyone will be watching what 
happens in California because with it's 45 electoral votes it's the state of the nation's largest single block of 
electoral votes and it comprises one-sixth the number needed to win the election early indications from 
California are that voter turnout is high all over the state and both traditionally Democratic and Republican 
counties last-minute soundings in California put the presidential race at a virtual toss-up there was some 
evidence at a California poll putting President Ford ahead there by six points maybe making a difference the 
poll was published last week and it is said to have jolted many of the undecided Democrats over into Carter's 
column also analysts say that a last-minute visit to California by jar of Jimmy Carter and a statewide 
television appearance with the popular Governor Jerry Brown have improved Carter's chances and have 
moved that race into a dead heat outside of California the West is the country's most conservatively 
Republican President Ford is expected to do very well in the Rocky Mountain States he may win all of them 
the Carter campaign wrote off most of those states but unless Ford wins California he cannot win the election 
his own analysts have said as much the West is a region can be described by superlatives it's the nation's 
largest geographically it's nearly half the area of the entire United States but in electoral votes it's the 
smallest less than 20% and of course Walter our returns come in the latest of course Leslie but that means 
that you can't go home until all of us go home and that's a good thing for all of us the what you report about 
California people making up their minds rather late there and the 
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their minds rather late there and the last minute swings has indicated all the way across the country by our 
CBS News election day poll of voters leaving the folding booths the indicated the 20% of those who 
responded to us say they made up their mind in the last few days and interestingly enough they split almost 
evenly between President Ford and Jimmy Crocker so it seems that if there was any momentum for either 
man going the stories were it was going for President Ford it had come to an even point there in the last few 
days at any rate according to that indicator CBS News coverage of election 76 will continue in a moment 
[Music] the CBS News vote profile analysis the thing we make those CBS News estimates of winners from 
it's based on returns from sample precincts throughout a state now when taken together they reflect voting 
patterns in the entire state and we can make our estimates in addition CBS News conducts an election day 
survey which is based on interviews with voters at sample precincts throughout the country as they leave the 
bull voting places so far we've questioned today six thousand eight hundred and eighty-seven voters as they 
left polling places in a hundred and thirty scientifically selected precincts around the nation Bruce Morton is in 
charge of our trend desk and he's going to tell us how that estimate works and will give us some early survey 
results | hope Bruce Walter | want to make it clear | didn't ask for him any of those questions myself we'll 
keep getting a larger and larger sample as the evening goes on as the sample gets larger it gets better and 
we ought we think to be able to say increasingly true and sophisticated things about how people voted how 
different groups of Americans voted and why they voted the way they did our first sample is water said is in 
and we're learning some things from it in 1968 and 72 the 
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things from it in 1968 and 72 the Democrats split of course and their candidates lost the White House so one 
of the questions nagging political observers all this year has been whether Jimmy Carter could bring the old 
Democratic coalition back together well it's too early for a full answer yet too early to tell how much of the 
solid South he's regained for instance but we do know some things that indicate that some at least of those 
old Democrats came home today of those Democrats in our sample who voted for Richard Nixon four years 
ago 60 percent today voted for Jimmy Carter three out of five and you can see that same trend by looking at 
some groups that are traditionally democratic Carter leads among Catholics in our sample 54 to 45 the CBS 
News 1972 survey showed that Richard Nixon carried Catholic voters Carter leads among blue-collar 
workers in our sample sixty to forty Richard Nixon carried that group four years ago to we show Carter doing 


very well among black voters so did George McGovern four years ago in fact that's really what seems to be 
working for Carter now we show the white voters in our sample just about evenly divided between the two 
men one reason for this move back to the Democratic Party maybe that Watergate still seems to be alive as 
an issue Carter voters in our sample said Carter would restore trust to government though Ford voters said 
the same thing about their men and the car to voters cited Watergate and the Nixon pardon as a big reason 
for voting for Carter asked what they disliked about Ford again the thing those Carter voters said most was 
that Ford had pardoned Richard Nixon so there are some signs tonight that Watergate lives as an issue

Wallace himself so there's another state second state for Jimmy Carter he had Kentucky earlier as we 
reported to you and President Ford has taken in the ANA the percentage in Alabama we now believe will be 
around 64 percent for Carter 36 for forward when all those votes are in and now with 2 percent of the 
precincts counted across the nation the percentage lead for President Ford has been whittled just a bit it was 
running at 52 to 48 percent on us down to 51 48 percent that's a 709 thousand at UC 669 thousand some 
odd for Carter gene McCarthy Eugene McCarthy the former senator from Minnesota and one-time 
presidential aspirant himself back in 1968 has gotten 1% of the vote and has cut down that before lead by 
that to proportion Lester Maddox also was on the ballot in many states across the nation as the American 
and dependent party candidate and he is not yet showing enough of a percentage to get on the board the 
number of voters across the nation as we have said before may turn out to be a record this year if so it will 
beat the 1960 modern record too when in that year some 60 3.1 percent of the voters turned out is Bill

votes we do not have a percentage yet for that estimate that's the third state that we have been able to say 
that Carter is one in Kentucky Alabama and Georgia let's take a look at the popular vote in so far two percent 
of the nation's precincts have been counted and look at that it's a dead even race at this point with just a few 
hundred votes separating the two candidates Ford has eight hundred and nineteen thousand 316 Carter

be however the greater threat he's on the ballot in 29 states and made an active write-in campaign and 
several others including California and frankly says that he hopes to upset the balance between the two 
established parties as proof of his point that the people do not get an adequate choice with only two major 
political parties it is possible for him to do that but state's vote is close enough and he takes a enough votes 
away from either one of the candidates he could tilt the balance in one state or another toward the other 
candidate and the stilt the entire national election will be watching those returns as the evening goes on of 
course CBS News coverage of election 76 will continue in a moment we've now got three percent of the 
nation's precincts in and Jimmy Carter has moved into a lead for the first time in the vote tabulation he 
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the first time in the vote tabulation he now has nine hundred and fifty-one thousand votes to Ford's nine

party room about 350 thousand square feet it's empty now because the Secret Service have been screening 
and sweeping the area but a little later on the Carter staff says that 25 to 30 thousand people will jam in here 
to celebrate what they hope will be a Carter victory it's going to get very noisy in here they have big speaker 
systems strategically located throughout the room to amplify the sounds of bands with names like choice and

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got here his staff was totally exhausted even the press corps that had been traveling with him wasn't 
exhausted so mr. Ford just promptly went to bed took a little nap when he got here we can't give you very 
much information beyond that about what's going on here tonight because when the boss decided to go to 
sleep the staff followed suit and most of them left and are still at home trying to catch a few hours sleep 
they'll be coming back in a few hours we're told that the president will be watching the returns from the 
second floor living quarters of the White House tonight he's invited his running mate Robert dole and Joe 
Garagiola is a new sidekick the man that many people are now calling the the unofficial running mate 
Garagiola of course helped him with those broadcasts paid political broadcasts that were beamed into the 
key states around the country during this last week of the campaign Edith green the former congresswoman 
from Oregon who also helped on those broadcasts has also been invited in were told a little later this evening 
the president is expected to go to a hotel in Northwest Washington where his supporters are throwing a big 
party however he we're told he won't go there until after the race has been decided so depending on how

Indiana is the whole story for the Republicans at the moment simply because we have the most numbers 
from Indiana let's take a look first at the presidential race in Indiana and try to explain what happened there 
this is the tabulated vote 36 percent of it in President Ford's margin in the range of 55 percent on the basis of 
the tabulated vote our CBS News estimate is that when all the votes are in in tabulated Gerald Ford will have 
carried Indiana by about 53% now the Republicans felt that they had to carry Indiana by at least 53% for 
Gerald Ford to give themselves high hopes for the rest of the Midwest so they're within that range for just

the rural areas the Democrats got some good news in the Democrat Andy Jacobs jr. has been reelected to 
the 11th Congressional District of Indiana defeating Republican Lawrence Buell this year Jacobs married 
representative Martha Keyes who faces a reelection problem in her own second congressional district 
Kansas partly because of concern over divided loyalties as a result of her remarriage to Jacob so Jacobs the 
husband and that family wins we'll have to see what happens with Keyes one important thing Walter at this 
hour | think we should keep in mind we don't have enough numbers coming out of Illinois yet to say very 
much except this on the basis of the early returns it appears that the Republican gubernatorial candidate in 
Illinois James Thompson is running exceptionally strong for Republican in the city of Chicago keep in mind 
that his opponent is the hand-picked protege of Chicago 
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is the hand-picked protege of Chicago Mayor Richard Daley also our very early returns from Illinois | indicate 
that Thompson is running extremely strong in the Chicago suburbs now if that develops into a trend it could 
be good news it could turn out to be the decisive factor in Illinois for Gerald Ford in Ohio we have no figures 
whatsoever in the Ohio polls closed about 17 minutes ago the Illinois polls closed about 47 minutes ago in 
Ohio however the Democrats rightly or wrongly believed that labor would had delivered for them in Ohio that 
is that all of the labor honchos in charge of getting out the vote reported that they were able to do so that 
may be one reason that Jimmy Carter is smile we'll know a little bit more later on Thompson isn't taking Cook 
County he's just running strongly there that's right it's very it's too early for us to say whether he is or isn't but 
on the basis of what we know we certainly wouldn't want to say these taking Cook County but just compared 
with other elections on the basis these very early returns Thompson is running exceptionally strong in the city 
of Chicago and in those suburban areas what kind of margin does the Democrat have to come out of Cook 
County now these days what are they calculating this election for instance to balance downstate Republican 
area well depends on whom you talk to you but certainly anything less than 65% where Democrat coming 
out of the city of Chicago just as a shot from horseback guests would be considered bad news for the 
Democrats too early for us to tell how that's going to turn out but I do think it's significant that Thompson on 
the basis these early returns is showing so well inside Chicago they might also note that in roger mudd 
territory at Florida and Virginia that he's been telling us about and keeping an eye on 6% of the votes in from 
Florida and Carter has moved into a 55 to 44 percent lead there and in Virginia with 5% in Carter's and a 54 
to 46 percent lead that's what the tabulated vote so far in those states and we'll get more from that from 
Roger in a little while right now Eric severide and Bill Moyers have some thoughts on the lack of third-party 
activities this year Eric yeah this is 
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activities this year Eric yeah this is really not a third party year we've had some real third parties in the past 
the last real one was George Wallace many years ago we had more serious ones these are mostly one issue 
splinter groups prohibitionist and the abortion so on McCarthy is the leading one and he's not really | wouldn't 
think bill a third party he's a kind of a one-man splitter don't you think sort of a third man third man on the 
basis of these very early other returns one could guess tentatively that he might get about a million votes 
overall nationally which not very much actually the turnout for a third party person or splendour is generally it 
does turn out to be lower than their advanced expectation | don't know why exactly | have a notion that a lot 
of protest votes like that but just don't get cast because the last minute people knowing it won't affect them 
seriously a lot of don't go to polls I'm surprised that the third parties don't do better than they do simply 
because the Democratic and Republican parties basically represent a national consensus and in the country 
with two hundred and twenty million people many of them as as bizarre as we have in this country you'd 
think that they would collect more effectively and third party challenges in a way these third party groupings 
are almost an integral part of a two-party system they just seem to go along with it the trying to think why 


they when they don't vote and also who McCarthy would take votes from here | don't think it's all from Jimmy 
Carter you know but I think most of the disaffection that would go to orbit party would come from formerly 
liberal are left-leaning Democrats who feel Carters a little bit too conservative and moderate for them but | 
think that let's suggest was it a lot of them are probably votes with new things 
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them are probably votes with new things it would not have been cast for either order Carter | think they do 
represent the dissident maverick quality in political and that sense if that's what it is | didn't think | don't think 
he could spoil very much tonight what that's right he's certainly not going to hurt Carter in the South where 
George Wallace heard the Democrats who effectively in 1968 in fact I'm impressive for Eric with the fight that 
Carter has brought three states back into the Democratic column that voted for either Nixon or Wallace in 
both 1968 and 72 and if he goes on in wins Virginia that'll be yet a fourth one so you'd have to say in that 
part of the country McCarthy has not helped not hurt anything no he says the he runs on the platform that the 
two-party system bankrupt he seems to be proving quite the opposite tonight now back to Walter Cronkite 
the anger and the popular vote 4% to the precincts have been counted to this hour this very early hour and 
Jimmy Carter's holding on to a narrow lead 51 to 49 percent as you see there one and a quarter million votes 
for Carter just a little over 1 million on we got a change right there 1 million two hundred and sixteen 
thousand four hundred seventy four President Ford won 287 now for Carter and those close contests in 
several states developing where the polls have closed and the count is taking place so we said in Florida it's 
fifty four to forty five percent now for Carter was seven percent of the vote in there in Virginia it's 54 to 46 
percent for Carter with 8 percent of the precincts in South Carolina was looking closed for a while and now 
with some 1% or a little more than the Veth of the vote in in South Carolina it's now 62 to 36 percent for a 
Carter in that state polls are closing of course has the clock advances throughout these important eastern 
states we've got the 
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important eastern states we've got the big electoral votes still to come in from major states and they will tell 
us how the United States voted on this bright sunny day over most the United States a day of decision for all 
of us this is Walter Cronkite at CBS News election headquarters [Music] CBS News continues its coverage of 
campaign 76 election night from CBS News election headquarters in New York this portion is sponsored by 
Merrill Lynch Merrill Lynch is bullish on America and now here again is Walter Cronkite good evening polls 
are closing in a big block of states right at this hour and a lot of election returns should be flooding in a very 
shortly to our CBS News election headquarters here so far four percent of the nation's precincts have been 
counted and a Jimmy Carter is lengthening his lead just a bit over our last report over President Ford but it's 
still a very close he has 52 % to Ford's 48 percent as you see here Gardner has about a million and a half 
volts Ford about a million and a half but the division is such that 52 percent to 48 for Carter as you can tell by 
our board there the electoral votes and those are the ones that count as you know it's the electoral college 
that cast its vote to next month that will determine actually who the next president is 270 electoral votes 
needed so far according to our CBS News estimates Carter has taken three states for the total of 30 
electoral votes Ford has taken one state with the 13 electoral votes that is Indiana for Ford for Carter it is 
Kentucky Alabama and 
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for Carter it is Kentucky Alabama and Georgia these are all a results that were expected it was expected that 
Carter would take the states he has and the Ford would very probably take Indiana you could almost have 
predicted that those would be the results in those states the really critical closed States are yet to come in 
and the polls and most of those are closing right now at 8 o'clock there are some tight races in the south as 
Roger Mudd has been reporting to us earlier this evening let's get a more detailed report from him now 
Walter the South seems to have stabilized somewhat those are earlier indications of softness in the Carter 
strengths have shored up and the Florida which now shows with 12% of the precincts in Carter leading 54 


percent of the popular vote indicates that that ultimately will be a Carter state of President Ford even in his 
strongest areas in Florida in the central part of the state through the lake section and on the east and west 
coast is running at under 50% so the earlier estimate about Florida being a slightly inclined toward Carter 
appears to be holding in South Carolina the vote there shows that state leaning toward Jimmy Carter the 
board show 12% of the precincts in Carter leading with 63 percent of the vote it appears that President Ford 
is doing well only in the northwest part of the state which has shown a Republican tendencies in the past in 
every other area the central part down around Charleston the coastal plain Carter seems to be running at 
about 53 or 54 percent so he's doing well in Florida and in South Carolina in Virginia however there is an 
almost even split down the center 12% of the precincts in Carter leading by 51 percent but our of our vote 
vote profile analysis shows that in almost every part 
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analysis shows that in almost every part of Virginia around Richmond in the Tidewater area in the DC 
suburbs the two men are dividing almost evenly with Ford slightly ahead so that was a considered a ford 
state and perhaps will remain so according to the president indications virginia therefore would seem to be 
an isolated ford state in the south walter according to our CBS News poll of voters leaving the polling booths 
we have no we have a CBS News estimate on that big that big gubernatorial race in Illinois and according to 
our CBS News estimate John Jim Thompson will defeat Michael Howell at the Democratic candidate 61 the 
39% a very big victory for the Republicans in Illinois taking the Statehouse away from the Democrats it had 
been held by a Dan Walker down in Springfield but he was defeated in a very bitter primary by Michael 
Hollett how that has now gone down to defeat and Big Jim Thompson as one in Illinois we'll get the details of 
how he put together that victory from Dan Rather a little later on according to our poll of people leaving the 
polling places there is an interesting fact here that nearly all age groups are splitting evenly between the 
Carter and Ford except for one group and that's the 22 to 29 year olds and they seem to be going a rather 
overwhelmingly for a Jimmy Carter he seems to have corralled at that part of the youth vote Bruce Morton is 
the man is really keeping track of these polls that we have taken he's at our trend desk but he's been 
watching just recently particularly Jimmy Carter's attempt to reassemble the traditional Democratic coalition 
of voters and Bruce | wonder what your study has shown so far well wonder there's there's a lot of moving 
back and forth according to our 
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moving back and forth according to our sample at any rate Jimmy Carter has been able to reassemble some 
of that old Democratic coalition but not all of it our interviewers asked voters for instance whom they'd 
supported in the primaries earlier this year those who voted for Senator Henry Jackson in the Democratic 
primaries Carter gets three out of four but only three out of four the other Jackson backers voted for Ford 
today of George Wallace's backers in the Democratic primaries two out of five voted for President Ford of 
California Governor Jerry Brown's primary backers almost a third voted again for President Ford Carter on 
the other hand gets about 1/4 of all the people who voted for governor Ronald Reagan in the Republican 
primaries in a lot of those Republican primaries Reagan got higher marks in CBS News polls for leadership 
from the voters higher marks than President Ford but today Ford runs ahead of Carter in our sample on 
being capable most of the conventional wisdom this year has been that the economy was the number one 
issue wrong according to the voters in our sample today they said lopsided Lee that restoring trust to 
government was the most important issue controlling inflation came second on the list of choices our 
interviewers offered them but well behind of a distant second then after that job guarantees taxes and 
Foreign Affairs then Watergate and the Nixon part and some things Walter just didn't matter very much to the 
voters in our sample few of them were affected by all those stories about investigations of President Ford's 
campaign finance records when he was in Congress if you were affected by the charge that mr. Ford wasn't 
very bright somehow few said they were bothered by Jimmy Carter's southern us or his Playboy interview or 
all the talk about his religion and mr. Ford celebrated gaffe over he came over who controlled Eastern 


Europe didn't seem to affect very many voters either Walter thank you Bruce 5% of the precincts counted 
across the nation now and Carter holding on to that 52 to 48 percent lead 1 million one and three-quarter 
million votes a little over that forward a little over a million and a half votes now dan Rather

Walter it is fascinating for one thing the Republicans have a bona fide new superstar on the national scene 
he is James big Jim Thompson six foot six 200-pound federal prosecutor who according to our CBS News 
estimate will be the new governor of Illinois let's take a look at the figures and this is where it becomes 
fascinating on the basis of our CBS News estimate I'm sorry this should be the tabulated vote Thompson is 
running about 61% of the vote on the basis of our CBS News estimate this is with our sample precincts 
reporting we think Thompson's final margin in Illinois will be on the order of 61 percent we've had some 
confusion with a boy which is my fault but to tell you that our CBS News estimate to emphasize it is that 
Thompson's final winning winning margin may be on the order of 61 percent now that's over Michael Howell 
at the hand-picked candidate of Chicago Mayor Richard Daley while Thompson will we think no doubt lose 
the city of Chicago he did cut in cut way in to what had been the traditionally overwhelmingly large margins of

Illinois by the way what we still don't know enough in Ohio to say anything with definition except that the Ohio 
race both in terms of the presidential campaign and in that tap medicine bond Senate race look very very 
close at this hour CBS News estimate does have a winner in South Carolina Jimmy Carter as expected 
taking that southern state from a Gerald Ford we think when all the votes are counted it'll be around 57 to

Senate races there are 33 seats up this year as you know 22 of those have been occupied by Democrats 
and 11 by Republicans while so far the Democrats have won four in states that they had anticipated winning 
in to as a matter of fact with no opposition in Mississippi and in West Virginia they've also won in Florida and 
Virginia but the Republicans have won in one taking a seat away from the Democrats that is one turnovers

Vance Hart gave Ben Senate for 12 years and now has been retired by lugar in Indiana a gain of one state 
so far for the Republicans the Republicans did not anticipate indeed almost cannot mathematically gain 
control of the Senate in this election with only Levin with only 22 seats to go against and many of those 
almost certain for the Democrats but they would like to cut down the Democratic margin in the Senate which 
is now 62 Democrats 238 Republicans in the gubernatorial races 14 state houses are up this year those 
eight are held by Democrats and six Republicans at the moment and so far three races have been decided 
the Republicans have taken two of those seats and the Democrats won the Republican victories that came in 
Indiana and in Illinois in Illinois taking a seat away from the Democrats and in North Carolina where the 
Democrats took a seat away from the Republicans so so far as far as changing anything goes the 
Republicans the Democrats have balanced out in the first three races decided in the gubernatorial contest in 
the House of Representatives the returns on those races come in quite slowly across the nation and so far 
there aren't many decided as yet their 435 all of the seats in the house are up this year as you know the 
Democrats have a large margin in the house 290 to 145 in the last the 94th of Congress and now so far the 
Republicans have won 16 seats and the Democrats 62 that's not very many yet but it shows a trend toward 
the Democrats and the Republicans had very little hopes of changing the balance of power in the house 
even as in the Senate but they hoped at least to cut down on the Democratic margin now the polls are 
closing in some important eastern states perhaps Mike Wallace can give us a quick

CBS News estimate he's going to win with 99 percent of the vote | don't know where that other 1 percent is 
going Robert Byrd returned to the Senate for the fourth term of course he is currently the majority for if he 
wants very much to move up from the Senate Majority Whip the Senate majority leader to replace the retiring 
Mike Mansfield of Montana and the chances are good he'll do that there is an interesting battle for governor 
going on in the state of West Virginia and it begins to look as though we're going to have another rockefeller 
another rockefeller up at occupying a governor's chair 7% of the precincts in West Virginia are reporting john 
d rockefeller before jay rockefeller at 
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rockefeller before jay rockefeller at this moment has 66 percent of the vote over his challenger former 
governor Cecil Underwood and at this moment it begins to look as though it's going to be virtually two-to-one 
for jay rockefeller in West Virginia he went to West Virginia young Jay Rockefeller did his two uncles 
Winthrop and Nelson were Republican governors he went there to West Virginia about 13 years ago as a 
poverty worker worked his way up through the House of Delegates Secretary of State West Virginia tried for 
the governorship four years ago didn't make it now he's decided that there doesn't need to be a law for gun 
controls he doesn't want a ban strip mining anymore he wants to reclaim strip-mined area he began to talk 
and think like a West Virginian and he spent three million dollars on this campaign it comes out to something 
short of $3.00 per voter the state of West Virginia but apparently it is going to pay off at this moment as you 
can see 66% of that vote for Jay Rockefeller 34% of that vote for Cecil Underwood in the state of West 
Virginia water reporting a moment ago in the house and the Senate races it might be noted that in the 
Senate the Republicans need a net of 13 Democratic seats they need to win 13 of those 22 Democratic 
seats that are up this year in order to gain control of the Senate that obviously is not very likely many of 
those seats most of those seats are considered safe seats are only two or three Democratic seats that really 
are considered a toss-up tonight we've heard from one of those that the Republicans have one already in 
Indiana there are other seats that are in some jeopardy we'll hear about that later only a couple of them the 
Republicans need 13 net gain now that has been done before it's not impossible it happened in Eisenhower's 
midterm back in 1958 that the Republicans won that many seats from the Democrats but it doesn't seem

right it means that a lot of the people who were in the Congress last year will be in the Congress again next 
year oddly enough when we asked voters in our last pre-election poll the one that we did over the weekend 
who was to blame for the way government works 68% of them blamed the Congress only 13% blamed the 
president steel it looks as if voters somehow don't blame their own congressman he'll probably soon be back 
home mr. Ford is in a tough fight Republicans on the whole have been a little more loyal than Democrats 
voting for for if they voted for the Republican for Congress but both parties seem to have closed ranks pretty 


well after the primary fights of the spring the Republicans basic problem is that they're the smaller party with 
fewer ranks to close one other note about the turnout Walter we've been checking around using our vote 
profile analyses in the various states and if you get a mixed bag in the east and Midwest up in some states 
down in others but in the south clearly having a southerner did something that turned out in every single 
southern state seems to be way up called it the Bruce | notice also in your polls | got some of the information 
over here my desk that on the income 
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over here my desk that on the income levels it's about as some pollsters had predicted that that forward is 
taking about by about two to one those people with family incomes a twenty thousand dollars and over 
Carter taking by about the same margin those with family incomes of $8,000 and under in the 8,000 to 
$20,000 income bracket it's Carter by a smaller margin and those who make that's the eight to twelve 
thousand from twelve to twenty thousand dollars it's about an even split between Ford and Carter rather

out of them at the State Department to choose from a list of attributes 40% of them said they voted for their 
candidate because he was the more capable that's they named that more than any other single thing and 
most of the ones who said that was important voted for Gerald Ford 23% of our sample said they were for 
their man because he was their party's candidate those party regulars more often than not went for Jimmy 
Carter 22% said they voted for their candidate because they trusted yep President Ford was the winner on 
that trust issue what did voters dislike about Gerald Ford the Nixon pardon tops that list 33 percent of our 
sample mentioned it Ford's ties to business came second the charge that he doesn't run the governor came 
third what did they dislike about Carter well 31% said they didn't know his stands on the issues 26% said 
they don't trust him so those old ambiguous feelings which have dogged the Carter campaign ever since the

Matheson the Democrat will win that race we're estimating with 55% of the vote he is defeating Vernon 
Vernon Romney the Republican who was the Attorney General there Romney had a very famous Mormon 
name he would have thought he would win but Matheson was backed by 
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he would win but Matheson was backed by the very popular governor Calvin Rampton who is retiring 
Rampton went on record saying that Vernon Romney was not smart enough to be governor in the state of 
Wyoming we may have a potential upset here with 32% of the precincts in Malcolm wallop an unknown has 
59% of the vote but | am now being told that CBS News is ready to say that Malcolm wallop will defeat Gayle 
McGee veteran congressman we don't yet know by what percentage but we are ready to say that Malcolm 
wallop as | have said has defeated Gail McGee again it's a question of age Gayle McLaughlin wallop is 43 
years old he is a state senator and as in other states he's a conservative who ran against Washington and 
ran against the mail service Gail McGee was a chairman of the post office committee Walter in those very 
tight races now let's take a very quick look at where they stand in New Jersey 65% of the vote has been 
counted to the precincts at any rate and Ford is holding on to a 1% to margin 51% there are 3% margin but 
he's got 51% the Carters 48 percent there New York has 65 percent of the precincts counted board holding 
on to the 51 to 49 percent lead he has in New York in Illinois with 43 percent of the vote counted there now

Western North Western Plains states he will win by a percentage that we have not calculated quite as yet but 
we can put Idaho in presidents Ford column according to our CBS News estimate and in the state of 
Delaware Senator William V Roth jr. of Wilmington has defeated Thomas C Maloney the mayor of 
Wilmington before his Senate seat that is Roth seat he'll return after one term to the Senate but percentage 
about 57 percent for Roth and 43% for Maloney now with 51 percent of the national precincts counted Carter 
is holding on to was 51 percent lead it's been that way for a couple of hours now Ford has 48 percent of the 
vote Carter 21 million 876 thousand Ford 20 million three hundred and forty three thousand that translates 
into electoral votes this way President Ford has 62 electoral votes Carter has 280 toward the 270 needed 
Carter is the sixty-two electoral votes short of what is needed to win the presidency he's having a tough time 
getting those with the close states of Illinois Ohio Michigan New Jersey all very very close 
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Michigan New Jersey all very very close California is just beginning to tabulate we have no important returns 
from that state yet it's also expected to be close and this may be a long nights cliffhanger build Phil Jones is 
in Washington he can tell us what the mood is at President Ford's campaign headquarters there Phil 
[Applause] the grand ballroom floor here at the certain Park Oh Washington DC which is the headquarters 
for the so-called victory celebration tonight there are about six to seven thousand people who received 
invitations to come and what you have just heard is there applause and they're cheering when they just 


received some good news about how the president is doing in Ohio and Illinois these people are really sort of 
isolated from the story tonight they're getting all of their news on how the election is going from a huge 
projection screen which has shown over on the wall here to my left and what appears on that projection 
screen is contained the president board committee command post which is located in another room here at 
the Sheraton Park Hotel they decide what to all of these people here should see most of these people are 
folks who have worked for the president's volunteer efforts they are many government workers who are 
especially concerned about the future of their jobs but they were invited for a victory celebration and at this 
point Walter they certainly aren't throwing in the towel | noticed to Phil that that board said that Ford had one

were not good this evening and all of the projections that they have on the president winning this depends on 
one thing and that is that they win the state of California and what they were worried about was that many of 
the people in California would say all of the bad news in the southeast and they decide well it wasn't worth 
going to the polls right now is themselves on the projection screen okay Phil | wonder if they know yet that 
President Ford lost his voice tonight after all that last minute speechifying and may not make it down there 
for a statement to them however about an hour ago Ron Nessen the new secretary came out of the White 
House and said that the president is being treated with a nebulizer which apparently sprays droplets of water 
no medication he made clear the president is drinking tea and honey and took a two-hour nap and Nessen 
says that he's resting his voice and it's much better now so maybe he will be making a statement later on the 
night after all now according to our CBS News estimate from the state of Washington Democrat Dixie Lee 
ray has won in Washington for the gubernatorial seat there she has defeated John Spellman the 
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she has defeated John Spellman the Republican the Challenger for a seat that had been held by the 
Republicans it's a seat the Democrats are taking away in the person Dixie layer the array of former Atomic 
Energy Commissioner 55 to 45 percent for Ray when all the votes are in miss ray was the Atomic Energy 
Commission head and she is a proponent of nuclear energy a position that that apparently the people of 
Washington agreed with on this particular vote now those close states in the Middle West may very well hold 
the balance in this presidential race along with New York and New Jersey which are still showing slight 
forward leads for 65% of the vote in in each of those states about a 1% lead for Ford in each state what 
about the middle west dan Rather Walter in the 12 state Midwest region the nation's toss-up melt seven 
states at this hour are too close to call for either Gerald Ford or Jimmy Carter the five which we have 
estimated winners go like this for Jimmy Carter Wisconsin 11 electoral votes maybe the biggest shock of the 
evening thus far for Gerald Ford and his forces that Carter is one Wisconsin and Minnesota 10 electoral 
votes President Ford has picked up three states by our estimate they are Indiana 13 electoral votes Kansas 
7 electoral votes and Nebraska with five in Wisconsin the state hotly contested where it was thought that 
Eugene McCarthy might take away some votes from Jimmy Carter the Democrat has pulled through now 
what's so surprising about this is that Wisconsin is the birthplace of the Republican Party this is what our 
CBS News estimate looks like the final total in Wisconsin maybe along these lines not only is it the birthplace 
that the Republican Party in the last three close presidential elections we're talking about 48 60 and 68 the 


Republicans won Wisconsin but not tonight this is what the tabulated vote looks like 37% of the precincts in 
and tabulated with Carter holding about a 53% margin Jimmy Carter managed a comfortable win in 
Wisconsin this 
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comfortable win in Wisconsin this despite some pre-election polls showing the state leaning to President 
Ford and Melvin Laird the former Republican congressman from Wisconsin may need mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation because he just was absolutely convinced that President Ford would carry Wisconsin Laird and 
many other Republicans worked their hearts out but it just wasn't to be Eugene McCarthy by our estimates 
took 2% of Wisconsin's vote and it was thought that if McCarthy was going to do well anywhere he would do 
it in Wisconsin it is a surprisingly low vote total for the man that some people call the Prince of castaways 
Eugene McCarthy in Wisconsin the traditionally rock-ribbed Republican area of Green Bay and the 
surrounding Fox River Valley area the one-time home of the late Senator Joseph McCarthy perhaps tells a 
wisconsin' story best Jimmy Carter appears to be holding Gerald Ford to a standoff in those areas of 
Wisconsin and in the cities the Democrat is racking up big margins both Ford and Carter had called 
Wisconsin one of us all our critical states and to lose it was a real blow for Gerald Ford still at stake in the 
Midwest seven states with 99 electoral votes in lowa eight electoral votes still too close to call Carter running 
well in the central area around Des Moines and the eastern area of Cedar Rapids and around of you 
Democrats enjoy an almost two to one edge in Berto registration in lowa but the Republicans have carried 
the state in the last two presidential elections and have controlled the Statehouse for the last eight years this 
is on the tabulated vote in lowa Ohio's 25 electoral votes still too close to call this could tell the story of the 
whole election mr. Ford running well in and around the Cleveland area an area heavily Democratic with a 
higher concentration of Eastern European immigrants that could be significant that he's running that well in 
the Cleveland and surrounding area Carter's Ohio strength thus far comes from Columbus in the central part 
of the state also in southern Ohio he's losing in both of those areas but running better in the southern section 
of Ohio and Democrats normally do | have to believe Walter that right now is the sweet hour of prayer but for 
Gerald Ford and his supporters they're still in it but they need a miracle in the Midwest |

New York and New Jersey now that New York State had always been put into the Carter column by almost 
everybody but five six percent a lead he had in the polls and yet now he's losing it's 71 percent 70 percent of 
the voters in and Ford as 51 percent of that vote that's been tabulated so far most of the New York counties 
New York City areas going for four Carter but out States going for forward Mike Wallace tells me and that's 
the way it looks so that's 41 electoral votes and New Jersey 75% of the vote is in now and Ford is holding on 
to his one percent lead there let's be clear about it no question that if Gerald Ford should pull out New York 
and/or New Jersey his strength like Richard Nixon's in 1968 will grow as it heads to the West and he'd be 
very much in it but he still needs those big Midwestern states we might remember also the the old precedent 
no Republican has ever won the White House without Ohio and Illinois has been with the winner ever since it 
made a mistake in 1916 and voted for Hughes that's the reason | say it's a sweet hour of prayer for the 
Republicans in Ohio because if they can win it they're very much alive we'll be back in a moment with more

Republican seats the Republican so far have won nine the Democrats 17 seven are undecided the

seats from the Republicans so it's a net gain of three for the Republicans the Republicans have taken seats 
from the Democratic incumbents in Indiana and New Mexico Utah Wyoming and taken two seats from which 
Democrats were retiring this year the Democrats have taken three incumbent Republicans out of the Senate 
in New York Maryland and Tennessee and Eric severide and Bill Moyers have been watching the fall of the 
incumbents from the United States Senate bill order it seems to us that no matter who wins this election 
tonight for the White House the congressional posture is going to be basically unchanged if for it is the next 
president itid states win for the first time in his own right it'll be a little easier for the Senate to uphold his 
vetoes but the house remains just about as Democratic as it was and till harassing incumbent Republican 
president if Jimmy Carter is the winner it's apparent that he will have a receptive Senate and a receptive 
Democrat at least in the receptive House of Representatives at least in the first part of his administration the 
interesting thing to us is that there is no consistent pattern to these defeats and victories in the Senate each 
one of them seems to be based on some local parochial issue that reminds us in these elections just how 
period and multi-colored the American political fabric really is Jay Quinn Bell who has lost the Republican 
seat in Maryland was a bit of fish here a few years ago of a Nixon dirty trick when Charles Colson leaked to 
Life magazine charges that the incumbent those of Tydings was involved in the conflict of interest when 
Tydings wasn't it was too late by the time he was cleared for bail to Toulouse well since then Chuck Colson's 
been born again and so has the Democratic Senate seat in Maryland tonight in New York Jim Buckley simply 
didn't Eric pay attention 
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Buckley simply didn't Eric pay attention to the casework that's necessary for an incumbent to win and even 
those longtime veterans of the Senate who came in in 1968 with 1958 with the great liberal win moss and 
Hartke and McGee they apparently had won out their welcome in in in Washington as far as their 
constituents concern in a home so there's no pattern but on the on the house side as far as we can see in 
these early hours incumbency is doing very well indeed in the south | believe it's correct now to say that 20 
of those teachers are returned including about 30 Republicans the Democrats | think picked up they picked 
up what forty three seats extra minus two years ago after in the Watergate election so-called when the 
Republicans lost so terribly badly and | would guess if the thing itself means anything that most of those 
people are gonna hold those seats and that's fairly significant because it's your first reelection of the House 
member that's a real test those were Republican seats at one time if these Democrats gets through their first 
re-election to those seats then they hold them for quite a long time no matter how you cut it we're going to

Senate for 18 years he ran against a conservative Republican David towel 39 years old here's our tabulated 
vote with 12 percent of the precincts in Howard cannon has 61 percent of the vote and CBS News is 
estimating that he will win that race David towel had very little money had very little support in his state and it 
is a case at least of one incumbent Democrat who has won in the West so far we have seen that Frank Moss 
in Utah Gail McGee in Wyoming and Joseph Montoya and Montana have all been defeated in the 
presidential race in the West Jimmy Carter has not won any state so far President Ford has won tied one of 
them is the state of Idaho with four electoral votes CBS News is estimating the President Ford will win that 
but according to our tabulated vote with 36 percent of the precincts in President Ford has 61 percent of the 
vote that is no surprise Idaho is usually a Republican and a conservative voting state in the state of 
Washington as Walter said before CBS News is estimating the Dixie Lyrae an eccentric woman with a 
unusual lifestyle who was successful in casting herself as a non-politician according to CBS News 
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non-politician according to CBS News will win that election the tabulated vote has her with about 57% of the 
vote she ran against Republican John Spellman who was is a politician he was County Executive in Seattle 
and a lackluster candidate Dixie Lee ray becomes a second woman in three of the United States to win a 
governorship without succeeding her husband and she is now the second female governor in the United 
States it also in the state of Washington Senator Henry Jackson according to CBS News has won re-election 
to 15% of the precincts in Jackson has 76 percent of the votes he is not doing as well as he did in his last 
campaign but nevertheless he has won handily as you can see according to our CBS News estimate he will 
win with 75 percent of the vote he ran against a Republican George Brown an airline pilot with United Airlines 
whose campaign never got off the ground we have now some returns in the state of California where one of 
the more interesting Senate races in the country is being held between John honey the Democrat incumbent 
a young man 42 years old running against si Hayakawa 70 years old college professor with only four percent 
of the precincts in CBR according to the tabulated vote Hayakawa has 54 percent to Tunney's 46 percent 
Hayakawa like Dixie Lee ray ran is a non-politician running against Washington Tunney has had trouble 
erasing his image as a Playboy we also have some very early returns in the California presidential race with 
only four percent of the precincts in president ford has 53 percent Jimmy Carter 46 percent but it is much too 
early to even tell you what the trend is in California Walter Ronald Reagan calls California the big casino and 
a president Florida said that he cannot win the election without it so we're watching it very closely at Dixie 
Lee array when for the governorship in 
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Lee array when for the governorship in Washington makes two women governor's as you say the incumbent 
Ella Grasso Democrat in Connecticut and is one more running tonight Hackl is running on the Democratic 
ticket against Tom Snelling in Vermont to the governorship there but she's running behind as of this moment 
but not terribly far behind in Vermont and if we got three women governors would be the first time in the
